Vige, Vigue, Vigye, is a language of Burkina 
Faso, formerly linked with the Gur languages, that is currently of 
uncertain affiliation within Niger-CongoJ 3 ] It is spoken in 
Karankasso-Vigue Department and in neighbouring provinces/ 4 ] 

The largest villages are Klesso, Deregouan, Dan, and Karankasso- 
Vigue. Speakers are called Vigue by Jula speakers/ 5 ] 
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
